“‘ Banners in the Dawn” is a 
sheaf of sixty-four sonnets by 
Vincent Starrett, a Chicago poet 
who heretofore has been known only “ 
through the pages of the magazines.

selves. All the great generalizations 
of science are, so to say, philosoph- 
ical schemes, based upon the accu- 
mulation of vast numbers of facts 
and experiments.. This even applies 
to the doctrine of evolution, the most 
useful and illuminating single idea 
ever advanced, and the most co- 
ordinating and inclusive. 

Dr. Hjort gives a rapid outline of 





‘the history of “ The Problem ™ in|: 


pre-evolutionary daye—that is, the 
gteat or fundamental problem in bi- 
ology, which is “ the problem of the 
-adaptedness of living beings to jus- 
tify the introduction of the teleologi- 
‘cal. principle into biology.” This 
question of purposiveness is an ex- 
tremely difficult one. Our author 
does not tolerate the idea, in the 


~ sense that life is directed by any out- |- 


pigie, divine consciousness; but he 
‘@ontends that there is a certain pur- 
posiveness within the living thing 
 tteelf. To what is this due? During 
the tast century a strong “‘ vitalis- 
tle.” school arose, which contended 
that there was -a special “ vital 
force” in living things, and that this 
vital force was responsible for the 
@irectional activity of the living be- 
ing. Later discoveries tended to dis- 
eredit this idea, however, so that the 
philosophy of biology tended tn the 
direction of materialism. This ac- 
cordingly carries us to “ The l’rob- 
fem in Modern Times,’* which is the 
third section of Dr, Hjort’s book. 
This is devoted, very naturally, to 
& discussion of the Darwinian and 
general evolutionary theories, and 
containg many original and acute 
criticiamsa. He points out that the 
idea, of ““chance,’’- which has been 
s@ much stressed by certain mecha- 
nistic writers, is not in itself a vera 
causa, but merely a factor for which 
Darwin was not able to suggest any 


_further explanation at the time. The aan 


“ accidental" was to him one of the 
greatest of riddles. Darwin’s ideas 
were naturally limited to the know!l- 
edge of his time, and it is unfair to 
eriticise his lesser shortcomings, 
since he merely undertook a recon- 
straction of the past: (as Lyell did in 
geology) and not a construction 
ef the future.

HE quantity of praise that bas’ 
been heaped upon “ The Gen- 
tleman from San Francisco,” 
Ivan Bunin’s extraordinary 
short story, is not -without 

reason. Using the simplest of im- 

plements, the author has-etched an 

epoch. It may be imagined that both 
chance and art made it possible for 

Bunin to obtain the effect which he

More. Drinking in Dry Norway 


E statistical bureau of Chris- 

tiania has recently published the 

results achieved by prohibition 
for the first three-quarters of 1922. 
Excluding the provinces, where the 
increase in drunkenness and crimes 
laid to drunkeriness was great, but 
for which no official figures were ob- 
tainable, the statistic were impres- 
sive. 


The increase of crime directly at- 
tributable to alcohol in the first 
quarter of 1922, which was the first 
dry quarter, over the corresponding 
period the year before ‘was 878 cases, 


‘yor slightly in ‘excess\of 10 per cent. 


When it is remémbered that during 
the first quarter the Norwegians 
do not specialize-in outdoor occupa- 
tions because they are blessed with 
but an hour or two’of daylight, it is 
fair to presume that Eric and Olaf 
clinked glasses before pogo 
logs at the family hearth, and that 

Norwegian prohibition ‘enforcement 
agents were conspicuous by their ab- 
sence; So much for the first quarter. 
The advocates of, prohibition were 





not dismayed by the increase in 


crime. They had a variety of ex- 
cuses, and said they had expected it. 
All of the drinkers. in Norway were 
afraid of having their cellars probed, 
and drank up their stock as soon as 
they could. That was the surest 
sign that the next quarter would 
show drinking was on the wane. 

With the buds of Spring the Asso- 
ciation of Aurora Borealis Bootleg- 
gers began to emerge. They did a 
rushing business. Boys and girls 
who had never tasted drink in their 
lives began to imbibe, and the older 
crowd took all they could get. There 
were more rum runners around the 
Norwegian coasts than any other 
sort of craft. 

The official figures for the second 
quarter showed that prohibition pro- 
duced’. 2,383 more murders, man- 
slaughters, arson cases, felonious as- 
saults, robberies, hold-ups and other 
crimes traceable to drunkenness than 
for the corresponding period of the 
“wet” year preceding. This was

He lives in a green-painted two- 
story timbered house in the -village, 
surrounded by’ a vegetable garden 
and an orchard.

-But Sokoloff creates things 
of utilitarian purpose too—cup- 
boards, tables, chairs, household 
goods, spoons,” bowls—everything 
truly national in spirit and design.

After twenty years spent between 
toy shop and studio the artist ex- 
pected a pension to enable him to 
devote himself entirely to painting, 
but the great overturn came and 
Sokoloff stood poorer both in purse 
and in spirit.

HEKHOFF¥ was an aristocrat 
of the spirit. In every other 

way he was a democrat. 
Mme. Knipper-Tchekhova, 
the Russian writer’s .widow, 
spoke in her dressing room from un- 
der grease-paint and make-up, in the 
costume of Nastya, the prostitute, in 
Gorky’s play, ‘“‘ The Lower Depths,”

of the piece by the Russian Art The- 
atre in New York. 

The widow of the author of ** The 
Cherry Orchard” and ‘* The Three 
Sisters,"" now being offered to New 
York -tby the Russian actors for 
whom they were written, is no gush- 
ing sentimentalist. She is an ac- 
complished artist of Stanislavsky’s 
school, a realist, yet with ali the re- 
fined Russian woman's charm and 
good sense. She could not speak of 
her dead husband without smiling. 
He had been so full of laughter and

He is writing 
in there—or up there.”  Tchekhoff 
himself has written a story satiriz- 
ing the writer of the * Sh! ’ variety. 
With Anton Pavlovitch, writing 
seemed to be doing itself in the 
course of his life, at all sorts of od 
moments and times. 

** He had no hour. Morning, eve- 
ning, night, whenever it fell out.” 

“J suppose he wrote during th- 
“evenings when you were playing? ’’ 
it was suggested. 

**No, not habitually. He came 
often to the theatre or he did other 
things. Frequently I would beg him 
not to come to the theatre to see me 
play, not to fatigue himself nee- 
lessly. He would smile, let me go 
first and then come later and sit in 
the pit or in the gallery among the 
students, and finally I would discern 
his face in, the crowd. I myself, his 
wife, was hardly able to tell when he 
did his work. It was very wonderful. 

‘Only now and then he would 
suddenly disappear for a short time. 
What he did in those brief spaces of 
time I don’t know. 1 suppose that 
is how most of his work was done. 
But he would return and join in ‘con- 
versation, seldom mentioning his 
work. Sometimes he would sit for 
hours burning up small pieces of 
paper in the grate as others play 
solitaire, brooding no doubt about 
some idea, some piece of work. He 
believed that work must mature long 
fm one’s consciousness before it was 
put down on paper. He never talked 
about his work or of plans for it 
until it wag done.” 


and, as is the way with old-fash- 
ioned Russian mothers, she seemed 
to. spend. herself in the love and ser- 
vice of her family. But there was 
always the warmest possible welcome 
for friends, strangers, her children’s 
friends. It was a delight to be with 
them.’’ 

That was the background of the 
man whose work is so rich and vivii 
in texture, so full of ‘variety anil 
color, now flashing with the tints of 
the Orient, now plain as a dusty road 
across the steppes, or sombre, like a 
Russian forest! ~ 

Those familiar with the tales of 
Tehekhoff have -doubtless been 
struck by the astonishing transitions 
from story to story. Now it is a lit- 
tle. piece of symbolism like ‘“* Roth- 
schild’s Fiddle,” now the effect of 
the beautiful face of a Tartar ian- 
keeper’s daughter or a youth travel- 


study of adolescence like ‘* Volodia,” 
a boy destroyed by the chatter and 
emptiness of idle women at a Sum- 
mer resort, or the etching of a group 
of Siberian exiles ferrying people 
across a Styx by no means legend- 
ary. Or an old professor tells’ his 
tragically dready life story, or 38 
laughing, Panlike young peasant of 
his loves. 

Or, it may be, the minds of two 
mujiks are laid bare, es they sit at 
night sombrely guarding a corpse 
until the police come, on the edge of 
a@ primeval forest. ‘The variety is 
amazing and endless and almost 
nothing .seems to have been alien to 
Tchekhoff’s mind. There are some- 
thing over 160 stories in his col- 
lected edition. And that does not in- 
clude his study of ** Saghalien,” or 
his earliest stories, the equivalent of 


constantly taking notes or clippings 
from them. He received and read 
not only metropolitan papers from 
Moscow and Petrograd, but he sub- 
scribed for smaji provincial and 


“country papers, and he was always 


scanning them, conning them, mak- 
ing notes and memoranda. Again 
and again I would seé him reading 
the paragraphs in small print— 
‘ Khroniki ’ (small tews items with- 
out headlines). 
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** What on earth do you spoll your 
eyes reading that stuff for? I would 
ask. But he would merely smile 
and tell me that it was very ‘ inter- 
esting.’ ” 

This newspaper study and his 
friendships—as well, of course, as 
the constant process of observation— 
were the source of Tchekhoff’s vast 
variety of material. 

** These. friendships,’ observed 
Mme. Tchekhova,’ ‘‘ were endlessly 
varied and numerous. He was 
friends with cabmen, watchmen. 
railway guards, peasants, beggars, 
Jewish shopkeepers, waiters, police- 
men, priests—an endless array. Class 
or caste did not exist for him. 

“** What I want to get at,” he 
used to day, ‘is the essential intrin- 
sic man—the real he, that something 
which makes him himself and dif- 
ferent from any other human being.’ 
About sociak barriers or differences 
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he cared nothing. For these were 
artificial. Whatever might be the 
man’s clothes or position, behind 
those, behind all appearances, there 
was the reality that alone interested 
Tchekhoff. And in reaching that 
reality he was phenomenally suc- 
cessful. For all manner and classes 
of people loved him.’’ 

Pensively, as though looking at 
farvoff days, she added: ‘I sup- 
pose he really lived his work all the 
time; that is why he seemed so lit- 
tle excited about it any one time. 
The truth is, we were neither of us 
excited. about our respective work, 
being too much steeped in it. Peo- 

| ple would come into our house at 
times on the eve of. a first night of 
mine at the theatre and find me 
chatting with Anton Pavlovich and 
perhaps a visitor. 

** * What! ' they would say, * be- 
fore a first-night performance you 
sit: here like this?’ Then we would 
laugh and explain that things of 
that sort were normal to us and not 
upsetting. 

** Anton Pavlovich loved the the- 
atre as much as I did, and he was 
very fond of the society of actors. 
That is how he first came to write 
plays. It_was, so to speak, in. the 
family. He was urged to write for 
the stage by ali of us. He tried it 
and was successful. He worked on 
plays in the same spirit in which 
he wrote his stories. When engaged 
upon them he lived them.” 

As Tchekhoff is known to have 
heen a profound admirer of Tolstoy, 
the question arose whether he con- 
sidered himself a Tolstoy disciple. 

** No,’ was the (reply, ‘‘ in no 
sense. He was a reverent admirer, 
but also @ critical one. And of Tur- 
geneff he was even more critical. 
The: later work of Turgeneff ap- 
_ peared to Anton Pavlovich as -lis- 
tinctly inferior to his earlier.’’ 

In Russia, Tchekhoff was again 

again attacked ‘because he 
held. aloof from politics and po- 
litical battles. Virtually all . writ- 
ers in Russia before the revolu- 
tion held to some political creed 
or other. Techekhoff held that the 
writer’s creed was primarily human- 
ity. Knowledge, sympathy, insight. 
charity—these were the key id 
Tchekhoff’s morality as well as his 
art. The writer’s business he held 
Wasa reality. In the story of a man 
stealing a horse he declared it -was 
unnecessary to moralize on the bar 
of horse’ theft. That we already

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THE WORLD OF.ART: 


USSIAN art is Russia. The 

race, its roots traveling un- 

derground -from sources in 

Asia and India, growing 

stronger and heavier until 
they emerge Russian; the climate. 
six months of killing Winter, then 
sudden, violent Summer, without 
transition; the landscape, for the 
most part low and flat, with vast 
unbroken spaces; the character. 
modern, grafted upon medieval, 
highly developed intellect struggling 
with primitive soul, immoderate in 
emotion; all this together the art of 
Russia. 

The art, that is, of modern Rus- 
sia in which foreign influences have 
been thoroughly assimilated and 
turned into nourishment for the Rus- 
sian’ genius, the art represented in 
the Mir Isskousstva. This famous 
society came into being as a protest 
against another protesting society, 
the Society of Traveling Exhibitions, 
to shorten and translate the cumber- 
some Russian title. The latter was 
formed in the sixties by a few ar- 
tists who undertook, by carrying 
their art into the provincial towns, to 
interest the mass of the Russian peo- 


ple in the artistic life of which all’ 


save the inhabitants of Petersburg 
and Moscow were ignorant. These 
artists gathered others about them 
and undertook to aid the propaganda 
wtarted by journalists and other 
writers for the emancipation of the 
masses. In subject their art was 
supremely Russian, but in technique 
it dropped rapidly into poverty and 
vulgarity. 

In opposition to the tendencies of 
this society, with its formal political 
or social program, the new associa- 
tion was organized under the initi- 
ative of the painter and critic Alex- 
andre Benois and the writer Serge 
Diaguilev. The organ of the associa- 
tion was a review entitled Mir [ss- 
kousstva, which is generally trans- 
jated The Art World. Under this 
mame the new group-came to- 
gether in a free and flexible union 
with a common ideal, but with com- 
plete liberty of thought and action. 
The members of the earlier society 
were of the peasant class; those of 
the later were recruited from the 
more educated and cultivated circles. 
For the first time in the history of 
Russian art women played a leading 
role. The narrow nationalism . of 
the Society of Traveling Exhubi- 
tions was replaced by a national- 
ism including both Petersburg and 
Moscow,. and. the desirability of 
learning from foreign masters, espe- 
. cially from’ the French, was recog- 
nized. 

The older members of the Mir 
Isskousstva exhibited in Paris in 
1906, at the Salon d’Automne, to 
which, French critics have thought, 
the Russian society bears some re- 
semblance. French critics also care- 
fully have traced the French influ- 
ences acting upon both the older and 
the younger Russians,. but the most 
enlightened of these critics have per- 
ceived the intensity of the Slavic

When the Mir Isskousstva again 
exhibited in Paris, in. 1921, visitors 


complained of the oppressive effect of 
so. much powerful color and design 
packed into the comparatively small 
space of even a large exhibition gal- 
lery. This must be true of nearly 
any gallery, although the ~-Brooklyn 
Museum has an opportunity to prove 
the opposite with its heroic impor- 
tation of Russian material, mostly 
drawn from the Mir Isskousstva, for 
j its current ‘exhibition, which is a 
| timely event, coinciding as it does 
with the performances of the Mos- 
cow Art Theatre, and coming after 
a considerable preparation of the 
public mind by smaller exhibitions of 
Russian art in the Manhattan gal- 
leries. 

Without the Russian stage no ex- 
hibition of pictures could tell us very 
much of Russian modern art. It is 
only on the stage that this art has 
its fair chance. Much of it demands 
space and light and movement. It 
is not an affair of pigments and 
backgrounds alone, but of changing 
illumination and human figures 
crossing and recrossing in groups 
that form and dissolve in the fore- 
ground, lightening with their play of 
movement the solidity of strongly 
colored surfaces. 

Recall one of .the rcenes of the 
\Moscow Art Theatre, one of the

Recall the strong red 
of the walis with the bold arabesque 
of silver; beyond, through a door- 
way, the acid green of corroded vop- 
per, the blue of the stove, the sharp 
notes of black, and in the foreground 
the figures moving in constant «mo- 
tion: disturbance. These figures 
picked\up the separate colors of the 
background and carried them into 
the foreground as if they were 
strands of silk to be woven into a 
pattern. The Tsar in his ycilow 
robe, Boris Godunoff in his dark 
furs and orange and red, the 1’ele- 
gates with their silvery gray beards 
echoing the silver arabesque on the 
wall, Prince Ivan with a keen, cool 
note of green playing through his 
overmantie and the red of his sash 
rising to shrillness. The colors are 
like voices, and. it would be -impos- 
sible to use anything softer than the 
powerful Russian voice against them. 
It is this sense of the colors moving 
with the movement of the figures 
and echoing the loud sounds of the 
voices that gives coherence to the 
whole plan of the stage picture.

Italian Rossetti. In his- ‘‘ Portrait 
with Two Masks” the drawing in 
the arms and throat is beautiful with 
the precise beauty of an“Ingres; the 
bodice wrinkling over-the round fig- 
ure expresses every variation of 
form; the textures are interpreted 
., With the careful accuracy of the old 
academicians. But there is nothing 
academic in the ingenuity of the de- 
sign, the piquant interruption of 
empty spaces by unexpected excur- 
sions of pattern. The sense of ad- 
mirable decoration is present as 
clearly as in the product of the more 
exclusively decorative talents. In his 
portrait group, his own effigy.at the 
right, his friend Sukhaiey standing 
ve him and his wife next on the 
left, the incisive characterization is 
equaled by the brilliancy of the ar- 
rangement. The portraits of Savely 
Sorine are far removed from theat- 
rical' influence. Penetrating end 
gracious, with exquisite refinements 
of- outline, continuous and delicate, 
yet quivering with the pulse of life, 
the portrait of Mile, Tischenko justi- 
fies the assumption of a direct inher- 
itance from the eighteenth century 
French portrait painters made by M. 
Roche. Remisoff,at the opposite pole 
from this aristocracy of portraiture, 
escaping into caricature; Grigoriev, 
with his ‘‘ Russian Faces "’ and his 
theory of the animality of the type— 
these contribute to the sense of a 
complex art built about a cor: of 
intense simplicity, an art that has 
many sophisticated idioms and ave- 
nues through which to express a 
few elemental emotions and elemant- 
pary experiences. 

As yet we are not that at-all. To 
the degree that we are Americans, we 
are superficially simple, and less so 
the deeper we dig into the racial 
idiosyncrasy. We are apt to withhold 
just that which the Russian is eager 
to give out. What he pours into the 
world we bottle up. If we are very 
much moved we first lower cur 
voices and then stop talking. Some 
one gives us a word and we use it 
for everything.

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Personal Freedom in Quebec 


OME years ago a British pub- 
licist, in reviewing his im- 
\pressions of a trip to North) 
-America, said that he would 

not care to live on’ that continent 
unless in the Province” of Que- 
bec; because- he feared that the 
pressure of public opinion in favor 
of uniformity of life, conduct and 
thought’ ip the. purely - English- 
speaking communities was so great 
it would limit his sense -of personal 


freedom: “to. an unbearable degree.j 


The storm this-.assertion produced 
tended ‘to prove that/it was not with- 
out point. 

The personal liberty the publicist 
ascribed to the mental jatmosphere 
6f the Province of Quebec is hardty 
that referred to in the New York ad- 
vertisements -of “Montreal hotels. 
But there is a connection betweer 
the mental attitude discerned by the 
writer and: the Quebec liquor law, 
the Montreal .General Hospital and 
the water storage system on the St.: 
Maurice. . 

On a certain famous occasion the 
late Judge Napoleon Charbonneau 
said ‘‘ Inquisition into faith or belief 
is unknown to the mild and libera) 
laws of the Province. of Quebec ”’ ; 
and that also may be said not 
merely of the law, but of the polity 
of the Province and of its people. 

Hence it is that, instead of having 
prohibition and bootlegging © in 
Quebec, the Province itself sells ‘all 
potent wines, liquors and beer. 
Good beer—though not too strong— 
can be bought anywhere s0 long as 
you/are ‘content to sit down to drink 
“it. Aw another example of Quebec 

policy, it is interesting to know that 
instead of the deficit in establishing 

, @ water storage system at the head- 
waters of the St. Maurice River 
falling on the Province, it had to be 
borne by private enterprise—“ big 
business.’’ Lastly, the Governors 
of the Montreal General Hospital 
are chosen from the subscribers to 
its funds, not by politicians. 

Temperance pays. In Montreal 
whisky is $4 a bottle. It is good 
whisky and the profit on its sale 
goes to the Government of the 
Province. In Toronto the same 
bottle costs $6, but the contents 
may or may not be the same as in 
Quebec. In Saranac or Buffalo the 
cost is $8: in New York $10; in 
Chicago $12. The chance on the 
contents grows greater as the price 
goes up, and the bootlegger gets 
the money. 

Before the Government took: over 
the liquor business the saloon evil 
was léss apparent in the Province 
of Quebec than in any other part 
of Canada, or, perhaps, in the 
United States. Under a local option 
law a great part of the Province was 
as dry as a bone. You could not 
buy intoxicating liquors in these 
dry areas. You were at liberty to 
buy as niuch as you wished outside 
and bring it in for your own con- 
sumption, but if you attempted to 
sell your private stock you went to 
jail for defrauding the revenue. 
There was ho profit in bootlegging | 
because any one could go out of a| 
dry into a wet area and buy he 
had the’ money to pay for, and 
every man could, and on occasions 
aid, become his ow7f bootlegger. 

In the wet areas the licensed pub- 
licans. genefally were a respectable 
get of men and, in large measure, 
observed the law. The writer never 
saw a woman or a child in a bar- 
room in the Province of Quebec. 
Neither can he recall a riot in a 
licensed house, although he knows 
the Province from Vaudreuil to 
Rimouski, _ Waymantache to .Ayers 
Cliff. 

The war swept away the old sys- 
tem, and our last Christmas saw the 
_new system in full force, It was 
interesting to wateh the results. 

x The liquor stores are in control.of 
a well-paid commission, which has a 
large wholesale bottling and storage 
plant. The wet goods are sold in 
sealed packages and contain what 
the wrappefs say they do. The 
stores. are clean, well ‘ventilated, 
wire-grated establishments, and the 
attendants are civil servants, not 
storekeepers. They are civil, a bit 
superior, and intensely indifferent. 
You must ask for what yeu want, 
lay down the price, take what is 
given you, and go your way. Al- 
though in Montreal there is a special 
wine store supposed to be a woman’s 
store, women go info the commis-

bottle and go away again as ‘freely 
as do the men. The atmosphere of 
stealth has been removed from the 
liquor trade. 
On the day before Christmas there 
were more or less long queues before 
the doors of the liquor stores, but 
they were no more’ remarkable than 
the. queues in front of the stamp 
‘vendor’s windows in the Post Office. 
There was no disturbance of any 
kind. * , ip 
Montreal is a seaport. ~ Its-sotial 
traditions are French and Scottish, 
and there never has been, save in 
a rather small class which imported 
their morals and ‘their accent, any 
public opinion adverse to the mod- 
erate use of stimulants. Drunkenness 
was an offense, the.same as ‘pro- 
fanity beforé women, or gluttony. 
It also was against good taste, and 
to be drunk and disorderly was an 
offense against the law to the tune 
of “$5 or ten days.” The writer 
has passed forty Christmases in 
Montreal, and cannot remember a 
riotous one, although when “ flap- 
perism *" began. there was a_ dis- 
graceful hotel scene or two. This 
last holiday season has been, in so 
far as the public order of the city 
was concerned, the quietest and the 
snost decorous of the forty, To the 
writer's knowledge there was not a 
single case of disorderly conduct in 
the streets Among rich or ‘poor. 
though the festival was as wet as 
the pocket or taste of the individual 
dictated, it was as innocent as it is 
possible to conceive, three-quarters 
of a million people all trying to have 
@ good time in a modest. way. 
Before the war jit was pluin that 
the. boys were-not drinking so much 
as their fathers had done. This be- 
came a subject for incidental dis- 
cussion. Personally the writer grew 
almost afraid of these young men 
who never took a drink, ate choco- 
late and played ‘hockey and foot- 
ball, paddled a canoe, sailed a boat, 
and skied so strenuously. They 
seemed too good to be true. Well, 
the war proved that they were not 
that by ‘a long way. When those 
who did come back gre they 
had in great 
their more or less total abstemious- 
ness. Mary of them did not, as far 
as could be seen, hold their liquor 
so well as*their daddies did at their

** He hated decoration and sensa- 
tionalism about equally,’’ remarked 
Mme.

Even in his hobbies he 
loved natural perfection as opposed 
to artificiality. He disliked cut flow- 
ers, for example. But in his place at 
Yalta, when he fussed with flower 
beds and rosebushes, it was a joy 
to him to find exactly the right ‘soil 
and fertilizer to produce the best 
possible conditions for his flowers.’’ 

Some of his stories—indeed, most 
of them—are in the American maga- 
zine sense not stories at all, but 
rather etched backgrounds, character 
sketches, studies. To Tchekhoff, 
fortunately, that was no obstacle, 
since all the best Russian 
were constantly ‘seeking his work. 

“* In foreign literature,’ remarked 
Mme Tchekhova, “ Tchekhoff had 2 
good many enthusiasms, but they 
were not always what you might ex- 
pect. For instance, he loved Maeter- 
linck and disliked Ibsen. I remem- 
ber when I was memorizing my part 
in ‘ When We Dead Awaken’ he 
would laugh after hearing a few 
lines and say: ‘ Now tell me, please, 
just what does that mean?’ ’’

And Tchekhoff died of pigeon 
at the age of 44. This son of a 
peasant and a serf from South Rus- 
sia craved qnly clear knowledge and 
hoped for a future when mankind 
would come to know the truth of the 
real God. . 

Harassed by the cares of support- 
ing his entire family virtually from 
his student days and supporting him- 
self from the age of 16, he néverthe- 
less practiced an art as austere and 
beautiful as few. Yet for all his 
austerity he had a fund of laughter 
and joy in life that endeared him to 
all humanity—a humanity whode 
most trivial and vicious preoccupa-

‘WHAT AILS THE OPERA? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Metropolitan Opera ‘has the repu- 
tation of being the gréatest opera in the 
world. Is it, and if not what is the mat- 
ter with it? ‘Why does the audience 
usually seem apathetic and rather bored? 
Why is the applause so pérfunctory? 
There is no doubt that the greatest 
singing voices are on its stage, Its or- 
chestra is excelient, so are scenery and 
costumes, lighting effects, &c., all of 
the highest order; the chorus’ is hardly 
to be excelled anywhere, so wherein les 
the fault, wherein the. unexpressed. but 
deeply . felt. disappointment?» ‘To -the 
meanest intelligence it is ‘obvious ‘that 
the. leading singers fall short in some 
particular or other. * 

I. use the word singer; advisedly, be- 
cause an artist is what: we 'look--for, 
and a singer ts usually what we must 
cohtent ourselves with. We are not ask- 
ing the impossible when wé demand that 
men and women “with God-given. voices, 
musical instinct and cultivation, also 
learn how to act, how to costume their 
réles; in short, recognize the privilege 
that is theirs in\being members of the 
Metropolitan and what this privilege en- 
tails.

The Print Room of the British Mu- 
seum has just completed its® series of 
the excessively rare portraits of Queen 
Elizabeth by Willfam Rogers, the: first 
English portrait engraver of native 
birth, -by acquiringthé portrait which 
bears the title “ Rosa Electa.”” When 
Sir Sidney’ Colvin published his .im- 
portant book on the early history of.en- 
graving in England (1905), the only im- 
pression of this print known to exist 
was that in the Bodleian Library (Sun- 
derland Colléction), which formerly. be- 
longed to Sir M. Masterman Syk&. 
The. second impréssion comes from’ the 
Salt Library, at Stafford. 

‘The .three portraits -by Rogers are 
kynewn as ‘‘ Dliza Triumphans,’”’ ‘Rosa 
Blectra,’”” and ‘Th’ Admired Empresse ”’ 
(from the first words of the verses én- 
gfaved beneath the. third portrait). ‘The 
British Museym is. fortunate in possess- 
ing all, for they are so rare that. only 
five impressions are known of ‘all three 
portraits taken together. They’ are all 
reproduced in Sir Sidney Colvin's book, :

In other words, while malt liq- 
nors had increased about 36 per cént., 
distilled liquors had increased about 10 
per cent.’”

The elimination of. disease, the first 
duty of @ doctor and of the gréatest 
good td humanity, is cutting down the 
scope of the work of the géneral prac- 
titioner, whether in city or country life, 
and the agitator and the propagandist 
have found in the field ‘of medicine 
plenty of room to ply their arts: They 
have gone so far.as to make some, of 
the public bélieve that socialism in the 
médical field would bring higher stand- 
ards. This créates a perilous situation, 
for,\ with the initiative and individuality 
of the physician removed, men of char- 
acter, ability. and energy would fail to 
enter the proféssion, and these are the 
type’ of men. who keep medicine in the 
front rank of sciénée.

Although the public needs pro- 
tection, it needs education even more. 

Prevention of disease is a natural 
function of Government, but free State 
health service should not be expected 
by those who can afford to pay. At no 
time have physicians. neglected the 
heedy poor; those deserving it can al- 
Ways receive the best of medical care 
without €xpense to themselves from the 
individyal physician, the dispensary of 
the hospital. 

In a certain city in this country a 
large number of health centres has 
been established under the auspices of 
the Board of Health.
